(56) * * * The board of public works shall require serv-
ice laterals to be constructed from the street line or from mear
the street line of every lot in said city which in their judgment re-
quares tt, to the water or heat main in said street and they may
require such number of service laterals to be constructed as they
deem expedient. The said board shall prescribe the location,
arrangement, form, materials and construction of every such
lateral and determine the manner and plan of the conmection of
the same; the work of construction shall be in all cases subject
to the superintendence and control of said board and be executed
in compliance with their orders. The said board shall edvertise
for proposals for the construction of such service lateral and let
the same by contract, or the council may direct the work to be
done directly without the intervention of a contract, and at the
completion of the work there shall be assessed upon the lots or
parcels of land benefited thereby, the cost of such lateral, or the
average current cost of laying such laterals.

SEcTioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 306.

AN ACT to amend section 60.47 of the statutes, relating to the
fees of town clerks.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. Section 60.47 of the statutes is amended to read:
60.47 Every town clerk shall be entitled to receive from any
person requiring his service the following fees therefor, viz.:

For filing and entering a chattel mortgage or affidavit,
* * % twenty-five cents.

For filing and entering a conditional contract for the sale of
furniture or other household effects, * * * tweniy-five
cents.

For recording any mark or brand, twelve cents.
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For giving a certificate thereof, the same.

For making copies of any records or papers or any part there-
of, when required, seven cents for each folio and twelve cents
for & certificate that the same is a correct copy of said record
_or papers or the part thereof required. ]

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

WuEeRreas, The state has failed to comply with the terms of
said gift, therefore
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTioN 1. The board of trustees of the Stout institute are
hereby authorized, instructed and directed to transfer and con-
vey to Angeline W. Stout, by a sufficient deed and in considera-
tion of the failure of the state to comply with the terms of a
certain gift or donation as stated in a deed recorded in the office
of the register of deeds for Dunn county, in volume 99 of deeds
on page 379, the following tract of land lying and being sit-
uated in the county of Dunn, state of Wisconsin, to-wit: A part
of Lots one (1) and two (2) of section twenty-six (26) in town-
ship twenty-eight (28) North of range thirteen (13) West,
more particularly described as: All of those parts of said lots
one and two lying West to East between the East right of way -
boundary line of the Menomonie branch of the Chicago, St.
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Railway Company’s railway
